I don’t want to keep dingdonging at the 
farmers about field peas, but I am more and 
micre ¢onvinced that they are a big thing, and 
so 1 will preach one more sermon from the 
text end quit. Speaking of big things reminds 
me of @ good clever nabor of mine, an unso- 
apiece d young man, who went to hear Sam 
Jones out of curiosity. It had never enter:

There bas to be certain 
chemical relations between the heatof the 
earth and the cold oY the atmosphere. Wind 
snd moisture play their part io the pro- 
gramme. Frest, that is white frost, hoar frost 
is frozen dew. Black frost is more 
gevere—more killing. Black frost is the 
freczing of the juices of vegetaiion. The 
cold penetraies the fiberstof leaves and grass 
end ai! plant life, end freezes the moisture 
that is in them, and effectually kills and 
withers the plants. White frost ig a simple 
deposit of icy particles on the surlaca—a freez- 
ing of the damp air that hovers over the warm 
earth’ssurface. The cold air precipitates and 
congeals into icy particles called frost. I used 
to look and wonder at the beautiful icy crys- 
tals thet heaved up ina night from the soil 
on the sides of gullies and roadside 
banks. The power of water as it freezes is tre- 
mendous. The water was in the clay and as 
it wes. frozen down into the soil it had to ex- 
pend snd go somewhere and soit came up- 
wards in the form ofcrystals. Water is tae 
only thing in all nature that does not follow 
that Jaw which declares that heat expands 
and cold contracts. Cold expands water. 
Ice requires more space than the water 
that mede it and 80 we can cross 
frozen rivers upon icy a: and skate 
upon icy ponds.

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DR. TALMAGE'S SERMON, 


PREACHED IN BROOKLYN TABERs 
NACLB YESTERDAY, 


The Great Divine Presches an Elequent Sermor on 
the Subj-ct: “Shallwe Have another Chancs 
in the Next World”—The Importance of 
Repentaces in this World. 


BRooKLYNN, October i8,—[Special.}]— 
Protercsor Henry Eyre Brown opened the ser- 
vices in the Brooklyn tabernacle this morn- 
ing, with the organ colo sonata in C miaor, by 
Rheinberger. Dr. Telmage read and ex- 
pounded the thirty«first chapter of the firat 
book of Samuel, showing that the old grudge 
between the Philistines and the Israelites was 
kept good; and that people generally die ag 
they live. The hymn sung was: 

When thon, my righteous Judge, shalt come 

To iake Toy ransomed people home, 

Shall lamong them stand: 
shall soch a worthless worm as I, 
Who sometimes am afraid to die, 

Be foune at Thy right hand? 

The subject of the sermon wa ‘Shall we 
beve another chance in the next world?’ 
The text was from Ecclesiastes xi, 3: “If the 


tree full toward the south ortoward the north, 


in the place where the tree falleth there it 
‘ball be.” Following is the sermon in full: 
There is a hovering hope inthe miads of a 
vest multitude that there will be an opportu- 
nity in the next world to correct the mistakes 
of this; that, if wedo make complete ship- 
wreck of our earthly life, it will be on a shore 
ur which we may walk toa palace: that, as 
e cefepdant may lose bis case in the circuit 
ccnrt end carry it up tothe supreme court of 
cLanccry, aud get a reversal of judgment in 
his behalf, all the costs being thrown 


over on the other party, soif we fail in the 


certhly trial,we may in the higher jurisdiction 
of eternity have the judgmeut of the lowe: 
court set aside, all the costs remitted, and we 
be victorious defendants forever. 

My obdjectin this sermon is to show that 
common sense, 28 well as my text, declares 
that such en expéctation is chimerical. You 
eay that the impenitent man, having got into 
the next world and seeing the disaster, will,as 
a result of that disaster, turn, the pain the 
csuse of his reformation. Bat you can find 
ten thousand instances in this world of men 
who bave done wrong and distress overtook 
them suddenly. Didthe distress heal them? 
Neo: they went right on. 

‘i bat man was flung of dissipations. ‘You 
must stop drinking,” said the dof “and 
quit the fest life you are leading or it will dea- 
trey you.’ The patients sufferers paroxysm 
aiter paroxysm but under skillful- medical 
treatment he begins to sit up, begins to walk 
about the room, begins to go to business. And

He 
sees that bis downward courses is ruining his 
household, thathis life ic a perpetual perjury 
egainst his mariiage vow, that that broken- 
hesried Woman is so unlike the rozeate young 
wifethet he married, that her old school- 
do (not gui ber, that 
are to taunted ‘for 
a lifetime by the father’s druakenness, that 
the daughters are to pass into life under the 
fcarification of a disreputableancestor.. Heis 
cdrinkixrg up their happiness, their prospects 
for this life and perhaps for the life to coms. 
Scnictimes an appreciation of what is doing 
comes upon him. His nervous system isalla 
ergle. From crown of head to sole of foot he 
ne aching, rasping, crucifying, damning 
torture.. Where is he? In hell on earth. 
Dees it reform? Atter awhile he has delirium 
tremens with a whole jungle of hissing 
reptiles let out on his pillow, and his screams 
horify the peighborsas he dashes out of his 
‘‘Take these things off of me!’’ 
As he sits, pale and convalescent, the doctor 
says: “Now I want to havea plain talk with 
you, my dear fellow. The next attack of this 
kind you will have, you will be beyond al! 
medical skil), and you willdie. He gets bet- 
ter and goes forthinto the sameround again. 
This time medicine takes noetlect. Consulta- 
{ion of physicians agree in saying there is no 
hope. Death ends the scene, 

‘hat process of inebriution, warning and 
dissolution is going on within stone’s throw 
of this church, going on in all the neighbor- 
hoods of Christendom. Pain does not cor- 
rect. Sutlering does not reform. What is 
true in one sense is true in all senses, and will 
forever beso, and yet men are expecting in 
the next world purgatorial rejuvenation. 
Take up the printed reports ot the prisons oi 
the | nited States, and you will find that the 
vast majority of the incarcerated have besn 
there before, some of them four, five, six 
times. Witha million illustrations all work- 
ing the other way in this world, people are 
expecting that distress in the next state will 
be salvable. You cannot imagine any worse 
torture in apy other world than which some 
men have suilered here and without any sail- 
utary consequence. 

Furthermore: The prospect of a reforma: 
ticn inthe next world is more improbable 
then a reformation here. In this world the 
life started with innocence of infancy. In the 
case supposed the other life will open with all 
the sccumulated bad habits of many years 
upon bim, Surely it is easier to build a 
stropg ship outof new timber than out of an 
old ‘ hulk that has been ground up 
in the breakers. If with innocence to 
start with in this life, Qa man 
does not become godly, what prospect is there 
that in the next world, starting with sin, a 
ecraph should be evoluted. Surely the sculp- 
tor bas more prospect of making a fine statue 
out of an old black rock seamed and cracked 
with the stormsof a half century. Surely 
upon a clean white sheet of paper it is easier 
tu write a deed or a will than upon a sheet of 
paper all scribbled and blotted and torn from 
top to bottom. Yet men-seem to think that, 
though the life that began here comparatively 
perfect turned out badiy, the next life will 
succeed though if starts with a dead failure. 

‘‘But,” says some one, “1 think we ought to 
heve achence inthe next lite because this 
life is so short it allows only small opportuni- 
ty. Webardly have time to turn around be- 
tween cradle and tomb, the wood of the one 
elmost {ouching the marble of the other.’’ But 
do ycu.know what made the ancient deluge a 
necessity? Itwas the longevity of the antedi- 
luvians. They were worse in the second cen- 
tury of their lifetimethan in the first han: 
dred years, and still worse in the third ceatu-

‘ry, andstill worse all the way on to seven, 


eight and nine hundred years,and the earth 
bad to be washed and scrubbed and soaked 
spd anchored clear out of sight for more than 
a month before it could be made fit for decent 
people to live in. Longevity never cures im- 
exitency.§ All the pictures of Timo represent 
im with a scythe tocut, but | never saw any 
victore of Time with a case of medicines to 
eal, Seneca says that Nero for the first five 
years of bis public life was set up for an ex- 
ewple of clemency and kindness, but his path 
allthe way descended until at sixty-eight he 
beceme a euicide. If eight hundred years 
did not make antediluvians any botter, but 
only made them woree, the ages of eternity 
could have no effect except prolongation of 
deprevity. ‘ 
“But,” says some ove, “in the tuture state 
evil surrcundings will be withdrawa and ele- 
hence ex- 


purgation and sublimation and glorification.” 
But the righteous, all their o:ns forgiven, have 

assed on into a beatific state and consequent- 
iy the unsaved will be left alone. [t cannot 
be expected that Dr. Duff, who exhausted 
himselfin teaching Hindoos the way to heaveo, 
and Dr. Abeel, who gave his life in the evan- 
gelization of Chins, and Adoniram Jadson, 
who toiled for the redemption of Borneo 
should be sent down by some celestial! mis- 
sionary society to jeducate those who wasted 
all thei~ earthly existence. Evangelistic and 
missionary e¢florts sre ended. The ontire 
kingdom of the morally bankrupt by them. 
selves, where are tho esalvable induence to 
come irom? Can one speckled and bad apple 
in a barrel of diseased apples, turn the other 
apples good? 

Can those, who are themselves down, help 
othersup? Can those wh» have themselves 
failed in the basiness of the soul, pay the 
cebts of their spiritual inesolvents? Can a 
million wrongs make one right? Poneropolis 
wes acity where King Philip of Thracia put 
all the bed Fpecple of his kingdom. If any 
men had opened @ primary echool at Ponero- 
polis I donot think the parents from other 
cities would have sent their children there. 
Instead of amendment ia the cther world, 
allthe associations, now that the good 
are cvolved, will be degenerating and 
down. You would not want to send a mantoan 
choiera or yellow fever hospital for his health, 
and the great lazaretto of the next world, con- 
taining the diseased and plague-struck, will 
be a yoor place for moral recovery. If the 
surroundings in this worid were crowded of 
temptation, the surroundings ta the next 
world, after the righteous have pas3ed up and 
op, Will bea thousand per cent more crowded 
oftemptation. Thecount of Chateeudriand 
made his little eon sleep at night at the top of 
a cestleturret, where the winds howled and 
where spectres were said to haunt the place 
ard while the mother ani sisters almost died 
with fright, the sons teHs us 
that the process gave him nerves that 
could not tremble and a courage that never 
faltered. ButI don’t think that towors of 
darkness snd the spectral world swept by Si- 
rocco end Evroclydon will ever fit one for tne 
lend of eternal eunshine. I wonder what is 
the curriculumof that college of Inferno, 
where, after proper preparation by the sins of 
this life, the candidate enters, passing on 
from Freshman class of depravity, to Sopho- 
more of sbandonment, and from Sophomore to 
Jubior, and from Junior to Senator, and day of 
graduation comes, and with diplomasigned by 
Satan, the president, and other professorial 
demoniacs, attesting tbat the candidate 
hes been lopg enough uader their drill, he 
passes up toenter Heaven. Pandemonium a 
preparative course for beavealy admission. 
Ab, my friends, Satan aad his coherte have 
fiited uncounted multitudes for ruin, but 
never fitted one soul for happiness. | urbther- 
more: It would not be safe for this world 
if men had another chance in the next. If 
tt had been ennounced that however wickedly 
a man might ect in this world, he could fix it 
up a] right in the next, society would be ter- 
riblw demoralized end the human race de- 
molished in a few years. 

The tear that if we are bad and unforgiven 
here it will not be well for usin the next ex- 
istence, is the chief influence that keeps civil- 
ization from rushing back to semi-barbarisn, 
exd semi barbarism from rushing into mid- 
night savegery, and midnight savagery from 
extinction, for it is the astringent impression 
ofall nations, Christian and heathen, thaf 
there is no future ehance for those who have 
wasted this. Multitutes of men who are kept 
within bounds wouldeay: “Gotonow! Let 
me get allout of this life there is in it. 
Come ‘gluttony end inebriation and 
vuncjeenness, end revenge, and all 
seneualities and weit uvon m3. My life may 
be somewhat shortened in this world by disso- 
lutences, but that will only make heavenly in- 
culgerecs on a Jorgerscale the sooner possible, 
I will cvertake the saints at last,and will en- 
tcr the Heavenly Temple only a littie later 
then there who behaved themselves here. I 
will on my way to heaven take a little wider 
excursion then those who wero on earth pious, 
and 1 willgo to heaven via Gehenna and via 
Steo).”’

Furthermore: Let me ask why a chance in 
the next world if we have refused innu- 
merable chances {n this? Suppose you give 
e banquetand you invite a vast number of 
friends, but one man declines to come or treats 
your invitation With indifference. You in the 
course of twenty years give twenty banqaets, 
and the same man 1s invited to them all, 
and treats them a)l in the same obnoxious 
way. Aftera while you remove to another 
house, Jarger and better, and you again invite 
your friends but send no invitation to the man 
who declined or neglected the other invita- 
tions. Are youtoblame? Has he a right to 
expect to be invited after all the indignities 
be has done you? God, in this world, has in- 
vited us all to the banquet of his grace. He 
invited us by his Providence and his spirit 
565 days ofevery year since we knew our 
right hand from our left, If we declined it 
ever time, or treated the invitation wiih in- 
difference, and gave twenty or forty or fifty 
years of indignity on our part toward the 
Banqueter, and at last he spreads the banquet 
in a more Juxuriantand kingly place, amid 
the heavenly gardens, have we a right to ex- 
pect him toinviteus again,and have wea 
right to blame him ifhe does not invite us? 
Iftwelve gates of salvation stood open 
twenty years or fifty years “for our admis- 
sion, end = at the end of that time 
they are closed, can we complain 
of it and say: “These gates ought to be open 
egain. Give us another chance,” If the 
steamer is to sail for Hamburg, and we wapt 
to get to Germany by that line, and we read 
inevery evening and every morning news- 
paper that it will sail on a certain day, for 
two weeks we have that advertisement before 
our eyes and then we go down to the docks fif- 
teen minutes after it has shoved off into the 
stream and say: ‘‘Come back. Give me an- 
other chance. It is not fair to treat me in this 
way. Swing up to the dockfagain, and throw 
out the plenks, and let me come on board.” 
Such behavior would invite arrest as a mad-~ 
man.

of the crop. The negroes were 
yery much enraged at thisaction of Mr. Perry, 
erd while together m the field, not only plotted 
to burn Mr. Perry’s gin house, but every house on 
bis place, andto kil him besides. This was 
brouehtovt in the commitment trial, held at 
Newton Weduesdsy. When the tims came for 
the piut to be executed, and they had gone to Mr, 
P’s house, they disagreed in the matter and Den 
bis Smith was left toappty the torch, which he 
did about 3 o’clock Tuetday Morning. Suspicion

Those 
who wish, and will try, may have tenderest yege- 
tables in December and January. ' 

The fruits sre so different irom there in the up- 
country. Insteed oc! preacher: pears, plums, ap 
pies anc grazer, there are orsuger, imes, 'emons 
bemanas, guavas, pineapples, mangoes, sapadil- 
lees, tiger-apples, etc. 

Cattle pull through the winters easily. They 
were in times past raised especially for Cuban 
markets; but now that {thore are dull, they will 
be shipped, in part, at least, by the new railroads, 
te the cities of Georgia. , 

It ts odd to ex-cotton planters to be where there 
is no cotton raised, and also to live where there 
are viry few negroes,

The Lily, or Fluer ¢e-Lis, has long been regard- 
ed as the flower emblematic of France, From the 
time of the Merovingian Cynasty it has been em- 
ployed smong signs ofroysity. The great sealsof 
Frederic Barbarossa, of Edward the Confessor, asd 
of other monarchs, show. the fleur de lis either on 
the point ofthe sceptreoron thecrown; many 
noble families of France, Germany and italy bear 
it on their signet. Louis VII, le Jeune, appears to 
bave been the first king of France who placed it 
in hisarms, and from thattimeit became the 
hereditary armorial bearing of the Capet. Innn- 
merable fleurs-de iis covered the royal vestments 
and the orifamme or bsenner, Phillipe III re- 
cuced the number to three to suit the triangular 
shape of his shield, Atthe time of the first restor- 
ation, that of Louis XVIII, fn 1814, certaincitizens 
cf Paris were called the Chevalier du Lis, and car-, 
ried a small silver lily on a white ribbon, hanging 
from the buttonhole. This was not an order of 
knighthood, buta mark of fervent royalists, Ey. 
ery one bolding office under the restored mon- 
arcby was at first compelled to wear the lily, but 
when the early excitement wore off the sign of it 
dirappeared, afteren existance of only two years,
